Colonization and Immigration 
The continued development, progress and prosp¢rity of Canada {s depend: 
i upon a continuing increase in population, and having noW entered upon 
the second quarter of “Canada’s Century” it is of prime importance to them- 
elves and their country that all Canadians take a keen and active interest in 
promoting this, the Dominion's first and greatest asset. ‘ 

It has, however, become increasingly evident during the past few years 
that the problem that confronts Canada in the field of immigration ds not so 
inuch immigration itself as colonization. If the Federal Government and 
Parliament sawadit to take down all the bars to immigration there is hardly any 
Guestion but that very large numbers of people from European countries would 

mie to Canada. But it is open to serious question whether an unrestricted 
intiow of people would be in the best interests of the Dominion, or of these 
incoming people themselves, ¢ 

Niither Government and Parllament, nor Canadians in general, are of the 
opinion Chat such au unrestricted influx of people would be deslrable. The 
opinion sil prevalis, and wisely so, that there must be selection of jmmi- 
grants, although ft is now recognized that there can well be, and ought to be, 

ome re ion of the restrictions imposed during those yeurs immediately 
rollowing the war ‘ 

While, therecore, immigration regulations will undoubtedly be modified, 
and efforts put forth lo seeure a larger number of people in this and succeed- 
{ne years, the main.effort of the Dominton Government, transportation com- 
pani and all bodies primarily interested in the settlement of our Vacant 
areas, Wi be In the direetion of successful and therefore permanent settle 


ment; in a word, the promotion of colonization rather than the mere encour- 
agement of the immigration of people to Canada 

Past experience establishes the wisdom and necessity of such a policy. 
Carrying it into effect, however, cannot be Jeft solely to Goyernment. It will 


‘ and may well constitute one of the major activities of all organizations such 
us Boards of Trade, Canadian Clubs, the various service cluba, farmers” organ- 
izations, churches, Community Clubs, and all kindred organizations. 

Successful colonization means the placing of new settlers in districts 
where thelr labors will be crowned with success, where their surroundings 
and neighbors will be congenial, where’ they will not lack the essentials 
necessary to the making of happy, prosperous, coniented homes, 

To cite one example. Late in 1924 the Swiss Settlement Society was 
crganized in Canada under a Dominion Charter with headquarters in Montreal, 
with the object of encouraging Swiss settlement in Canada. This Soctety, 
in its first year, has been markedly successful in securing the support, Anan- 
cial and otherwise, of prominent people throughout Canada, in Switzerland and 
the United States. It is engaged in getting in touch with all Swiss now rest- 


dent in Capadaand sgcertagging thegmensura of thelr successaere, the prob: no better econ 


lems which confronted mem atid how they were overcome, the problems und 
difficulties still to be overcome, The Society aims to help them, but at the 
same time to make known to prospective immigrants from Switzerland th? 
actual experiences and successes of their countrymen in Canada, and to ns- 


sist such new immigrants to locate in desirable communities on arrival here | 


und to help them in all possible ways to succeed. That is, there is an organ- 
ized Society to which all Swiss in Canada can turn for helpful udviee and 
assistance, 

Reference may be made to anothe## development which {s bound to have 
a permanéntly beneficial colonization effect. In its peacetime work the 
Canadian Red Cross Society aims at the improvement of heaith, the preven- 
lion of disease, and the mitigation of suffering. In its efforts in these direc® 
tions it has taken particular notice of the need of nursing ¢are for expectant 
mothers and children, and sick and accident cases among the new ‘settlers in 
remote and ploneer districts where doctors are few in number and far distant 
from the settlers’ homes, and where as yet the population is too small to war: 
rant the establishment of hospitals. In such districts the Red Cross is estab- 
lishing Nursing Outposts with full* qualified nurses In charge: Over thirty 
such Outposts have now beew established by the Red Cross in Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, Manitoba and Northern Ontario. Others are being opened as 
rapidly as the funds of the Red Cross will permit, and only recently an Eng- 
lish nursing association donated funds for the equipment of two additional 
Outposts in Saskatehewan in districts into which British settlers are now going. 

These are real moves calculated to promote permanent and successful 
colonization. Such societies as the two cited, and others that might be men- 


a tioned having the same object in view, are deserving of the cordial sym- 

w pathy and hearty support of the people of Canada. They are helping to inake 
Canada, and to bring about the realization of the prophecy that the “Twentieth 
Century belongs to Canada.” 


Successful colonization means not only retaining the settlers who do come, able to take them. 
but ii means larger immigration because an ever intreasing number of peopte

General Election Votes 


More Electors Cast Votes in 1925 Than 
In 1921 

An analysis of the popu: 
lar vote cast in the general election of 
October 29 reveals that approximate- 
ly 71.1 per cent. of those persons on 
the electoral Hst exercised the frau- 
chise, In the 1921 general election 
the estimate was that 70.3 per cent, of 
The popu- 
lar vote of the election this year was 
8,157,671. This 4s 35,727 more than 
the popular vote of 1921. It ds assum: 
ed by electoral officials that the num- 
bers on the eligible lists have not 
changed materially since 1921 when 
there were 4,435,310. 

By provinces the total yotes are as 
follows: In Prince Edward Island, i9,- 
480 votes were cast to return four 
members to parliament; in New Bruns 
wick, 151,650 votes to return 11 mem 
bers; in Nova Scotia, 220.687 votes to 
return le nfemibess; in Quebec, 803 
yotes were cast to elect 65 members; 
in Ontario, 1,220,111 votes were cast 
to elect 82 members; in Manitoba, 
168,996 votes were for 17 members; 
in Saskatchewan, 198,504 votes for 21 
members; in Alberta, 160,609 votes for 
16 seats; in British Columbia, 182,718 
ballots cast to elect 14 members; in 
the Yukon there were 1,250 yotes f 
one seat.

The importance of the affair lies 
not in the fact that blood was shed, 
but in the circumstances that an es- 
sential part*of Great Britain's policy 
regarding India is the absolute sanc 
tity of all the Afghanistan and other 
northern frontiers. Cabul newspapers 
report that bitter indignation exists 
among the people of Afghanistan. 

It is an open secret that the Soviet 
authorities regard the desolate moun- 
talmous Afghan frontier as their path 
way to India and for this reason the 
British foreign office is watching the 
situation closely.

Recent advices from London, Eng- 
land, are to the effect that during 
the first nine months of 1925, 26,- 
817 British emigrants proceeded to 
Canada. This compares with 17,- 
706 who went to Aystralia, 7,743 who 
went to New Zealand and 14,668 who 
went to the United States. 

New financing by Canadian pro- 
vinces, municipalities and corpora- 
tions during the month of Novem- 
ber show an increase of eight mil- 
lions over the previous month, the 
November bond sales being $19,215,- 
200. This compares with sales of 
$11,815,990 in October and with $28,- 
612,875 in November, 1924. 


E. D. Cotterell, Transportation 
Superintendent of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway, has issued a state- 
ment making effective the resump- 
tion of the acceptance of grain for 
the port of Vancouver under the 
permit system as handled previous- 
ly. No tough or damp grain can be 
shipped on this permit. 


The real estate boom in Florida 
has been affecting the lumber mar- 
ket at Saint-John, New Brunswick, 
advantageously for the past few 
months. A large number of ship- 
menta have gone forward to Miami 
and further consignments will go 
forward with the steadily increas- 
ing demands. 


Accarding to a report from Van- 
couver, asbestos of quality as fine 
as that of the famous deposits from 
which Quebec supplies the world, 
has beén found near Lytton, British 
Columbia. The Development Branch 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway is 
carefully examining the mineral with 
a view to investigating the com- 
mercial usefulness of the product.
